Intensive enforcement and ed¬ 
ucational campaigns to reduce 
traffic casualties apparently 
brought results in cutting down 
the frequency of accidents, the 
1935 total showing 2,629 less ac¬ 
cidents than in 1934. But al¬ 
though number of accidents drop¬ 
ped, injuries increased by near¬ 
ly 500 and virtually no change 
was recorded in the terrific high¬ 
way death rate. 

No tabulations have been com¬ 
pleted for 1935 indicating ac¬ 
cident causes, but motor vehicle 
officials declared that speed and 
drunken driving were outstand¬ 
ing factors. During 1934, it was 
shown that speed was the chief 
accident cause ;that accidents 
cau sod by drunken driving had 
jumped some 20 per cent, and 
that 30 per cent of all accidents 
between two or more vehicles in¬ 
volved trucks, buses, or other 
commercial equipment .

I TS time now to transplant 
dormant shrubs and trees. 
These can be taken up in 
their bare roots, pruned and re¬ 
set. Hoses come under this class¬ 
ification. Do not try to save old 
scaley stunted rose bushes, but 
put iu new ones . They are inex¬ 
pensive and the new ones will 
produce so many more and bet¬ 
ter blooms . Also you should try 
to improve on varieties for most 
of the Id fashioned roses are dull 
in color compared with the newer 
1 sorts. 

Be careful in buying new roses 
that you do not buy second grade 
or culls . The price for these 
second grade roses is so attrac¬ 
tive that you may be tempted to 
buy them, but they are truly the 
runts of the rose field and are 
graded as No. 2 stock because 
they did not grow along with 
their companions in the same 
field. If you were buying chic¬ 
kens to raise you would not pick 
out all the cripples and runts 
just because you could get them 
cheaper. So do not get cull rose 
bushes. 

January is fruit tree planting 
time ,too. Plant now: Avocados, 
oranges lemons, grapefruit, tan¬ 
gerines , cheromayias, sapotes, 
guavos, peaches, nectarines, 
plums figs, apples, apricots, wal¬ 
nuts, persimmons and grapes and 
berries. 

Bedding plants to plant out 
now are pansies, violets, calendu¬ 


las, rust proof snapdragons, 
stocks, Petunias, carnation.s, pent- 
stemon, African daisies, English 
Daisies, blue daisies .shasta dais¬ 
ies, delphinium and cinerarias. 

Plan for shade for next sum¬ 
mer, by planting shade trees 
now. Good shade trees are um¬ 
brella trees, sycamore trees, lo¬ 
cust trees, magnolias, acacias, 
flowering eucalyptus, carob, jac- 
arandas, elms and pines.

By Their Names And What They Mean 

i igcounties in the United States 
in number of dairy farms and 
value of dairy products. Cream¬ 
eries of national reputation are lo¬ 
cated here. Approximately 62,- 
j 000 acres are devoted to alfalfa. 

! The county has about 2,000,000 
! bearing fruit trees. Grain and 
forage are important crops. Can¬ 
taloupes, watermelons and like 
crops run in annual value from 
$2,500,000 to almost $3,000,000. 
Beans and grapes bring in about 
$1,800,000 each annually. Poultry 
and eggs return a yearly income 
of approximately $1,500,000. 

Modesto is one of the most 
prosperous cities in the State. The 
Turlock, Modesto, Waterford, 
Oakdale, Patterson, Newman and 
West Stanislaus irrigation dis¬ 
tricts attract international atten¬ 
tion and irrigate approximately 
j 250,000 acres. 

Knights Ferry and La Grange 
are historic mining towns andMo- 
desto is not far from Yosetnite 
Valley. Ceres, Newman, Oakdale, 
Patterson, Riverbank and Tur- 
i lock, the latter famous for Its 
melons, reflect the prosperity of 
Stanislaus. Population: 56,641. 
Area: 1,450 square miles. 

Sutter county, created Febru¬ 
ary 18, 1850, is one of the original 
: 27 counties. Sutter county was 
named after General John A Sut¬ 
ter ,a native of Switzerland and 
soldier of fortune . He first ar¬ 
rived in San Francisco July 2, 
1839, obtained a large grant from 
the Mexican government, and cal¬ 
led his first Sutter's Fort. 

Sutter is one of the richest 
agricultural counties in the en¬ 
tire West. Righfully boastful of 
its peach crops, the county in ad¬ 
dition is a land of diversified pro¬ 
ducts. It is the greatest cling 
peach producing section in the na¬ 
tion. Practically all other var¬ 
ieties of fruits are grown and the 
production of wheat, oats, barley 
grain hay, alfalfa, Indian corn, 
beets, rice and a long list of veg¬ 
etables makes it rank high in 
farm and orchard wealth. 

The county is of historic im¬ 
portance. Sutter Buttes, a curious 
formation of rocks and earth ris¬ 
ing to about 2480 feet and cover¬ 
ing 14,000 acres, are linked with 
the romance of the State’s se¬ 
cession from Mexican rule. Gen¬ 
eral Fremont and Kit Carson, 
with their band of explorers, 
sought the protection of the 
buttes on a march from the Mo¬ 
doc region southward in the early 
forties. - It was here they planned 
armed resistance against Mexico. 
While secret council was being 
| held here, the Bear Flag was 
raised in Sonoma and thence Fre¬ 
mont and his band hurried to 
I participate in the independence of 
| California. Four miles south of 
; Yuba City at ‘‘Hock Farm" is 
I located General Sutter’s old 
soil granary .
